LARGEST MAN IN THE WORLD. 


Late Albert Whetstone, of Califernia, 
Weighed Nearly 500, 

The largest man in the world, Albert 
Whetatone, is dead. At ieast, he was 
called, and called himeeif, the largest man 
in the world, and he was certainly of a size 
to make him remarkabie. 

Whetstone died on the lath of June, at 
Fortuna Cai. He was born in Atlantic, 
Ind., on March 11, 1867, and when four 
years ot ege was the smallest of the family 
of seven children. Atthe age of five he was 
scarcely able to waik, and could talk but 
little. He made up for this lack of stature 
in later yeare, but like ail very large men, 
he was never very strong. 

He came of a family noted for large size. 
His mother, who is still living weighs 345 
pounds, and she has two brothers weighing 
320 pounds apiece. She also had two sons, 
each of whom is over six feet in height 
and each of whom also weighs over 500 
pounds. — 

Wien Whetstone was five years old‘a 
kick in the head from a horse gave him a 
mental injury from which be never fully 
recovered, and que year later he began to 
grow tail, and at the same time to take on 
fiesh at an alarming rate. When twenty 
years old he was of enormous proportions, 
and having attracted the attention of a 
showman he was engeged and made an 
exhibition tour of the Eastern States. He 
was ea drawing card for the showman, 
making plenty of money for the manage- 
ment, but along with his mental weakness 
he had the connding disposition character- 
istic of humanity of the extremely large 
sort, and was easily beaten out of the 
greater part of hie share of the receipte. 
He quit the show business after the 
first experience, and in February, IS‘, 
went to Humboldt County with his par- 
ente and has resided tuere ever since. He 
was not content out of a museum, however, 
and just before his death, which wae due 
to apoplexy, bad snade # contract to go on 
exhibition in a San Francisco museum. 

At the time cf his death he weighed 496 
pounda, and was of euch enormous propor 
tions that it was necessary to cut s hole in 
the aide of the house in order to remove 
the body.

After the card hte etood four hours, it is 
dipped into tin rings, which are placed on 
amail cane mate, from which the whe 
draine, until it hae ehrunken to fit a emaller 
ring. In two monthe of turning and rubbing 
the de Brie is fit for the market. Much in 
the same manner are made the. d’Isigny 
and the Camembert. For the latter,cream 
is added to the fresh milk, to make it 
richer, and the process of curing goes on 
more slowly.

Hitherto bone-grafting experiments 
have been performed at odd intervais upon 
the principle that the foreign bone ipsert- 
ed must first he powdered. If the bone of 
an animal was used to supply the place of 
a section of bone cut from the leg or arm 
of some haman being, it wae first pounded 
into dust and decalcified or freed of ite 
lime and chalk. These experiments were 
only performed as @ last resort and they 
ware theoretical, and rarely successful. 

Now, however, the principle hae been 
established that the bone from the animal 
must be transferred entire. 

The living sheep and the living patient 
must be placed side by side. Quick the 
surgeon removes from the latter the foot 
or two of bone that is diseased, cuts out 
with his whip-saw the legbone from the 


chloroformed animal, nicely measured to & 
fraction, lifte it from the animal to the 
man and fits it into place where the edges 
come tightly together, and then the flesh 
is covered over and sewed up, the whole 
operation taking less than one hour, and 
the curing process begins immediately. 
About five months ago Boyd Fulwell a 
lad fifteen yearsof age living at Eighteenth 
and Wylie streets, in Philadelphia, was 
playing on the streets, with a number of 
boys, when he struck his shin. He gave 
littie thought to the injury at the time 
but a few days afterwards he complained 
of violent pains in the regions of the 
bruise. 
SIMPLE REMEDIES 


were applied by his parente, but met with 
no success. This gave rise to the feeling 
that the boy was suffering from rheuma- 


tism. 
A local physician treated the case as one 


of rheumatism, but it continued to grow 
woree, and Dr. Snyder was cailed in. A 
careful examination dieclosed the fact that 
an abcess due to an injury to the bone had 
formed, producing what is known to the 
medical fraternity as osteomyelitis. Thie 
became worse and defied all treatment, 
and eventually turned into necrosis, or 
gangrene of the bone. 

Realizing that some heroic measures were 
necearary, Dr. Snyder called in consulta- 
tion Dr. Carl Viecher. This was about a 
month ago, Dr. Viecher found the ieg very 
much swoolen and seven small openings 
discharging pus, all of which led to dead 

ne. 

The physician suggested that the boy 
sheuld be removed to the Hahnemann 
Hospital, where better aitention could be 
given him, and on Saturday June 22 two 
days after the doctor’s vieit, the lad was 
taken there. Again he was examined and 
on June 25 an operation was performed 
known ca necrotomy (scraping aud remov- 
ing dead bones). 

Tne wound was then dressed with 
antiseptic bandages and left undisturbed 
for a wees, when the flesh was found to be 
in good condition, but the bone was still 
decaying beyond all hopes of being healed. 


THE ONLY CHANCE. 


At the first dressing after the operations 
Dr. Vischer felt that nothing but amputa- 
tion would in any way help the boy, but 
the fact that the lower end of the tibia was 
in good condition led him to believe that 
perhaps the leg might ibly be saved by 
bone-grafting, especially as the boy’s con- 
dition had so much improved since his 
admission into the hospital. The parents 
were consulted, and, upon being assured 
that there was absolutely no other way in 
which the leg had even a chance of being 
saved, they gave their full consent to the 
doctor to do as he thought best. 

A consultaticn with the highest surgical 
authorities had impressed Dr. Vischer with 
the belief that it was possible to remove 
the diseased portion of the bone and irsert 
in ite place a piece of bone taken from the 
leg of a healthy sheep. 

Following out this theory, the physician 
secured a large, healthy sheep, which for 
two days was put upon a diet, s0 as to 
make doubly sure of its healthy condition. 
The boy was also subjected to a rigid diet,
